But it ojicned on tim e and in pret­ 
ty good shape. 
True, some dirt had been swept 
into corner*, and there were a 
few w et spots in the concret. But 
all but a half dozen of the exhibits 
were com pletely in place. 
The opening day

5.000 was by invitation — m ostly 
diplom ats and Soviet officials and

The hurricane was pointed al 
the eastern edge of Houston, in­ 
cluding the Houston International 
Airport, expensive residential lec­ 
tions, the suburb city of Pasa­ 
dena and a heavy industrial a re a , 
U pper G alveston B ay, including 
a num ber of resort 
towns 
and 
large refinery and shipping instal­ 
lations. w ere expected to bear th# 
brunt of the high winds and heavy 
tides.

But out in Colorado, Bernard Teets. head of the Colorado 
State Employment Service, announces proudly that his of­ 
fices now handle 60 percent of the job placement business, 
and “in five years, if we are not hampered with new restric­ 
tions, and we can get adequate funds from Congress, we’ll 
be handling 90 percent of the business.” And he says it as if 
he expects applause. 
Such state employment offices were started back in the 
great depression and originally handled only the jobless on 
state compensation rolls. Today, the Colorado institution, 
from its new $1.5 million headquarters and 32 field offices, 
openly competes with private employment agencies, and 
advertises for clients. 
Last year it spent $2.7 million on tax money to run tax- 
paying businessmen nut of business. 
It speaks well for Colorado private employment agencies 
that they have been able to hang onto 40 percent of the busi­ 
nesses while the government gives away the services they 
sell. And there's little credit due to the government service 
for grabbing more than half the market in a service it gives 
away at taxpayers’ expense. A free service that can’t attract 
more customers than that must have some serious faults. 
But it remains to be seen how long the private agencies 
can survive when government money is poured into a drive 
designed frankly to put them out of business. 
We’d suggest that Mr. Teets and like-minded bureaucrats 
be "hampered by new restrictions” to keep them from their 
objectives.
